It Is said of Fourier, the socialist, 
that he had all the qualities of a proph­ 
et except vagueness. His craze for pre­ 
cision spoiled his predictions for us. 
The Speaker quotes Charles Gide, the 
economist, as cleverly showing what 
Fourier lost by this: 
“Thus if w riting before the advent of 
railw ays he had confined himself to 
stating th at a mon would in a single 
day be able to start from Marseilles, 
breakfast in Lyons and dine In Paris 
his prevision would have been consid­ 
ered most' rem arkable, but since he 
adds th a t the Journey will lie accom­ 
plished upon the back of a supple and 
elastic porter, who will be the ‘an ti­ 
lion,' we roar w ith laughter. 
“Or again if be had said simply that 
people would some day be able to com­ 
municate Instantaneously with each 
other from one end of the world to the 
other Fourier would have been credit­ 
ed with a rare degree of intellectual 
foresight, but as he thought best to de­ 
scend to the particular, *A certain ves­ 
sel leaving London arrives in China to­ 
day; tomorrow the planet Mars, having 
been advised of the arrivals and move­ 
ments of ships by the astronomers of 
Asia, will transmit the list to the as­ 
tronomers of Loudon,’ we again roar 
with laughter and forget that he has 
arrived by the fantastic machinery of 
the im agination at the same results as 
the telegraph and the telephone.” 


Not n n rled in a C ollin. 
Of the many thousands of bollies of 
soldiers who are buried in Arlington 
cemetery there is but one, and th at an 
officer, whose rem ains were not inclos­ 
ed IB ti coffin. The late General M. O. 
Meigs during the civil w ar and for 
many years subsequently w as quarter­ 
m aster general of the United States 
army. Some years before his death be 
had erected at Arlington a large gran­ 
ite tomb. By bis direction the sculptor 
cut a place tn the center of the big 
stone exactly the size of the former a 
body.

LtKhtnlnK anil Thnnilerclonit*. 
In a lecture on “ Rainclouds and 
Lightning” a scientist explained the ex­ 
trem e blackness and grotesque shape 
of thunderclouds as being caused by 
electrification and said th at occasional­ 
ly lightning goes upward from ground 
to cloud. Lightning continues until th® 
thundercloud has risen too high above 
the subjacent ground for the tension 
requisite. 
As the cloud lifts the light­ 
ning’s path becomes 
more 
vertical. 
Thunderheads may be seen 200 miles. 
Window glass has beeu broken by 
heavy thunder. The cumuli rise to a 
height of some six mile*, then slop over 
and form a haze (thunder haze). Light­ 
ning will fall vertically from the ex­ 
trem e limit of the haze cloud some­ 
times, though no rain is falling. Light­ 
ning causes the clouds to partially fall 
to the earth in showers, and so itself 
cuuses rain.

Nearly all the acids remove spots of 
ink from paper, but it is im portant to 
use such as least attack its tissue. 
Spirits of salts diluted in five tim es 
or six times the quantity of w ater may 
be applied w ith success upon the spot 
and after a minute or tw o washed off 
w ith clear water. A solution of oxalic 
acid, citric acid or tartaric acid is at­ 
tended with the least risk and may be 
applied upon the paper or plates with- 
out fear of damage. These acids, taking 
out w riting ink and not touching the 
printing, can be used for restoring 
books where the m argins have bien 
w ritten upon w ithout attacking the 
text.
